LONG TITLE
General Description:

This bill amends and enacts preschool provisions.
Highlighted Provisions:

This bill:

» renumbers and amends provisions of the High Quality School Readiness Program
and the School Readiness Initiative and enacts, under the School Readiness Board
(Readiness Board) within the Department of Workforce Services (Department),

Title 35A, Chapter 15, Preschool Programs, including enacting and amending:
e definitions;
» provisions related to the membership and duties of the Readiness Board;
e provisions governing grants to become or expand an existing high quality school
readiness program;
e provisions requiring the State Board of Education (State Board) to conduct
preschool evaluations and provide reports; and
e provisions governing results-based contracts for a school readiness program;
» amends school readiness assessment provisions;
» amends UPSTART definitions;

> requires a contractor to cooperate with certain private preschool provider personnel,
